ON THE BENCH AND IN THE FIELD 





That well known sportsman, John Bowditch of Wilmington, writing in a 
recent issue of The Chronicle, laid his finger squarely on a subject that 
should receive the attention of all foxhunters in suggesting a national field 
trial for packs recognized by the masters of foxhounds association.

ters and followers gather and exchange views, 
general get-together much like a bankers’ convention 
not, however, capable of producing good hunting hounds nor is it possible 
for them to further the development of the prime requisites of nose, cry and 
general hunting ability. Some of the very best hunting hounds in every 
pack would never have a chance on the bench and it is so often the case that 
the best looking hounds are the ones that the huntsman can do nothing 
with, that when it comes to showing hounds he is faced with the terrible 
dilemma of whether to keep his prize winning hounds who many times are 
poor hunters or to let them go and breed entirely for hunting hounds. 

Fortunately for the sport of foxhunting, the desire to provide good sport 
is always uppermost and the purely bench type of hound is kept but rarely. 
The more important bench shows become, however, the more desire there 
will always be to keep hounds who are not as good hunters as others with 
faulty points. The furtherance and promotion of bench shows per se might 
of itself act as a detriment to real hunting hounds. If there were but 
some way to couple the two and provide field trials in connection with the 
bench shows in which hounds winning in the field were eligible for the 
bench, a better rounded and more comprehensive program could be present- 
ed to hound men when they gather at New York each winter. 

The problem of whether to keep certain hounds or draft them from the 
pack is given further emphasis now when the country is facing wartime 
conditions.

keeping hounds during wartimes that might necessarily be put down in 
favor of ones with crooked sterns, poorly sprung ribs, a bent leg or any 
number of the many faults that mar conformation, but seem to have nothing 
to do with the mystical assets of nose, cry and drive, that are inherent but 
hidden in the spirit of the hound himself. 

Mr. Bowditch suggested most constructively that the country be divided 
into districts holding regional trials in which two packs could be hunted at 
a time and that after the competitors had been sorted out, there could then 
be a final trial and the winners of the district or regional trials could then go 
on to be shown on the bench in New York. The consideration of expense at 
once comes up. Many packs, particularly in Virginia, Maryland and Pennsyl- 


vania are fairly contiguous to each other and with hound trucks there would 
not be a great expense involved in spending three days at some’ designated 


spot with hunt servants and necessary equipment, particularly if horses 
could be provided hunt servants hunting hounds. ‘These trials, however 
could be made practically self-supporting by the traditional capping fee. At 
each district trial which would be glorified hunts in which two packs of 6 to 8 
couple each would hunt a country, foxhunters would be invited to hunt be- 
hind the hounds. Trials might go on three or four days until judges reach- 
ed their decisions on the abilities of various packs and during this time, 
followers would have the most interesting experience of watching hounds 
from different packs in the field together, 
hunting, enjoying some good runs. These hunts could be open to all mem- 
bers of recognized hunts. The cream of the country could be chosen and a 
$10.00 cap from each member might easily bring in the necessary funds to 
pay for the expenses of the competitions which, once they were judged would 
pave the way for a bench show that would provide a test for the best hunt- 
ing hounds in a class on the bench and a really representative trophy to be 
given as the reward for hunting ability combined with conformation.

for the spirited 3 horse race that the 
Oxmoor Cup quickly developed, as 
Mr. Harrison Fields on his Boston 
Boy found the pace too brisk after 
the first 1-4 of the 2 1-2 mile course, 
which was twice around a brush 
course of 7 jumps. 

‘It was one of the best races 
to watch we’ve ever seen out here’’, 
writes a ’chasing enthusiast from 
Kentucky, “Rockmayne, (winner of 
the Iroquois Memorial, the big 3 
mile, $1,500 race down in Nashville, 
Tenn.) Sir John S., (winner of the 
Marcellus Frost hunter race at the 
Iroquois Memorial meeting and the 
Foxview Farm steeplechase), and 
Young Battler, (always a stout con- 
tender, running 2nd to Galsac down 
at the Green Pastures Meeting in 
Tenn. this spring), took nearly 
everyone of the 14 jumps together. 
If they weren’t neck and neck they 
were 2 and 1. For the 2 1-2 times 
around the big field on the highway 
side of Oxmoor, there was never 
more than 3-4 of a length between 
either horse and everyone went wild 
with excitement.’”’ 

“‘Rockmayne, with his owner, Mr. 
Lowry Watkins up, was in the lead, 
such as it was, perhaps forcing the 
pace, for most of the race, but lost 
ground at the 2 water jumps where 
he dropped in the water behind both 
times. In the home stretch Sir John 
S., was about a length ahead and 
then he turned on a’ burst which 
found him at the finish, galloping 
by 3 lengths with Guilford Dudley’s 
Young Battler, with Mr. Calvin 
Hoagland up, trailing Rockmayne by 
2 lengths.” 


In the supporting jumping event 
of the day, ‘The Oldham County 
Hunt Steeplechase’, Mr. R. E. L. 
“Bobby” Wilson III and George 
Shwab’s *Austrian Wings came to 
grief at the first water jump. Then 
the co-host of the day, Mr. Thomas 
W. Bullitt, who along with his sister 
Miss Barbara Bullitt combined thelr 
energies to insure this sporting oc- 
casion for Vouisville, cut a flag at 
the last jump on his good mare 
Corrugated, winner of the Smyrna 
Steeplechase (Tenn.) this spring. 
This left but Miss Polly Burgess’s 
Richwood with Mr. Kent Miller up, 
in the field and the steady foxhunt- 
ing-hunter galloped to victory by 
many lengths. Where it was not a 
highly spirited victory, still it was 
a most deserving one for Miss Bur- 
gess, who has campaigned her good 
9-year-old thoroughbred son of 
*Kiey all season with little success. 
This sporting owner, a keen’ sub- 
scriber to Oldham County Hounds, 
as is Miss Bullitt, was prone to de- 
precate her lucky triumph. Perhaps 
she has not been in the game suf 
ficiently long to appreciate that it 
takes a world of good fortune to win 
any kind of a horse-racing contest. 
The win represented a maiden-trium- 
ph for both Richwood and his rider, 
Mr. Kent Miller, who essayed his 
first trip through the field.” 


“In the Glenview Farms flat race, 
of 3-4’s of a mile, for gentlemen 
riders at 165 lbs. the favored Favor- 
ite Son, with Earl Major up, bolted 
the course at the first turn and then 
was so far out of it that he had no 
chance at all. This *Gino son was 
the class of the race and was fresh 
off a winning $500 match race effort 
2 weeks pefore at George Shwab’s 
“Foxview Farm’’, down in Tenn., 
when he scored for his owner, Gideon 
Wade, proprietor of “Hickory Valley 
Stables." Mr. Theodore Roosevelt 
III, riding Rock Creek Riding Club 
Stable’s *Lady Forum, an English 
mare, formerly belonging to Miss 
Henrietta Bingham, came home the 
winner as Mr. Harold Castleman 
rode Colonel Earth for the place.”

and schooling. During this time train- 
er Larry Mills brought the big rangy 
jumper along slowly, giving him 
plenty of experience in jumping so 
that when he went out for his 2nd 
stake effort he won through his con- 
sistent ease over his fences. 

Always well up, running 2nd to 
the pace-making F. Ambrose Clark’s 
*London Town, 150, with F. Bell- 
house up, through the 1st turn, then 
dropping back to 3rd as Mrs. John 
T. Skinner’s Mad Policy, 141, E. 
Roberts up, blundered badly at the 
9th and lost his rider and KE, B. 
Schley’s *Dolly’s Love, 147, J. Pen- 
rod riding, moved up, Jockey Roby 
had Salem perfectly in hand 
throughout. He took advantage of 
*London Town's mistake at the 12th, 
when the Clark color-bearer tore a 
great gaping hole in the brush and 
chucked F. Bellhouse some 40 yards 
later as he was” recovering. Salem 
went to the top was never again 
headed. It was at this juncture that 
Roby shook his bat and gave him one 
for good measure. Otherwise the Gro- 
ton bearer of the dark blue and cer- 
ise ran his own race. His only near 
bad jump was the last, and 16th, 
when he went deep into the brush. 

Salem made good stake horses, 
all older than he, (he gave from 3 
to 5 years to the field), come back 
through meeting every fence fault- 
lessly. He jumped out of the same 
hole every time, ‘‘the best jumper 
I've ever ridden’, said the very 
pleased Jockey Roby later. Salem 
measures his fences well, not jump- 
ing with as flat an are as the speed- 
ier *London Town. F. Bellhouse felt 
that, *London Town would have 
“rotten away with his mistake at 
other tracks’, but not so over the 
big brush at Delaware. 

The Indian River was chuck full 
of calamities, as Arthur E. Pew Jr’s 
Beach Maiden started it all, losing 
his rider W. Gallaher at the 1st. The 
jockey was badly shaken. Mad Policy 
unexplainably stood up, despite 
never taking off at the 9th. Then 
when moving into contention com- 
mencing the 2nd turn, Ossabaw put 
in a bad one, hitting very hard. 
*Dolly’s Love finished gamely, rid- 
den out, but broke down. 

This was Salem’s 5th start, twice 
he ran as a 3-year-old, winning his 
Ist effort at Saratoga last August 
beating Brandywine Fox and Pine 
Tag, and later in September he ran 
3rd to Oneechee and Parma, at Bel- 
mont. He took weight from *Him- 
mel and *Kellsboro at Pimlico this 
April to win a 2 mile allowance 
’chase, then ran well, but was out- 
run, as 1941’s finest steeplechaser, 
Mandingham, won the Georgetown 
at Delaware on June 18, finishing 
6th, 44 lengths out of it. In the 
Indian River Wednesday, Salem de- 
servingly had 18 lbs., from *London 
Town and 21 lbs., from Ossabaw. 

Whereas it was unfortunate and 
very disappointing that *London 
Town and Mad Policy did not stand 
up, that *Dolly's Love broke down 
and that Ossabaw did not run _ his 
race, Salem’s clean-cut effort can- 
not be denied. With his weight and 
his jumping, he would have surely 
been close at the finish anyhow 

From the public’s standpoint, the 
Indian River may have been a bad 
race, with the 3-5 shot *London 
Tewn losing his rider and the sec- 
ond favorite Mad Policy also coming 
to grief. Still there is great satis- 
faction that Salem is no ‘“‘recondi- 
tioned and guaranteed” former flat 
runner who proved useless in these 
efforts and was turned to jumping. 
Salem is the product of 3 years of 


tireless effort on the part of his 
trainer and owner who sought honest 
staying lines in a yearling and in- 
stilled manners in training. Salem 
runs kindly, willingly, is easy to 
rate.

If Dr. Walter Wickes’ Phillips 
Pete can go foxhunting this fall and 
pull a single plow in a straight line 
in the spring, then he’s a 100 per 
cent all-around horse.
